This is not the place to have 
your well tested Childs is a 
g ecologist working on the Hough- 
ton Lake Study to determine the 
character of the water at dif- 
ferent levels. He did not run 
bacteria tests, but only chem. 
ical tests. 

If you want to have your weii 
water tested for bacteria, ‘you 
should get a sample bottle from 
the lacal Health Denartment of- 
fice. You can take your own 
sample and mail it to the State 
Health Department in Lansing. 
The lab at Houghton Lake is not 
set up for making bacteria tests, 

Bernie Bauman, Sanitarian in 
Clare County, said they were 
more interested in how the wel] 
is constructed than in the water 
samples. In other words if the 
well is deep and well construct- 
ed there is very little chance 
of contamination. But if it is 
a shallow well with pitcher pump 
or other open type pumping de- 
vice, chances are pretty good 
for contamination. The only rem- 
edy is to install an accepted well 
and pump. 

For example if the well pit 
is constructed so surface water 
can enter and seep down along 
the pipe, you have a good chance 
of contamination. 

If you do send in a water 
sample and it shows contamina- 
tion, contact your county sani- 
tarian for advice for properly 
installing your well and pump.

Cederberg Supports 
Narcotics Bill 


Congressman Elford A. Ceder- 
berg of Michigan’s Tenth Dis- 
trict submitted today a_ state- 
ment to the Subcommittee on 
Europe of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee supporting 
legislation which he introduced 
enabling the President to sus- 
pend a nation’s foreign assist- 
ance if it failed to cooperate 
with American narcotics author- 
ities in the fight against the 
urug trade. 

The international aspect of the 
drug crisis was underlined re- 
cently by the Turkish govern- 
ment’s announcement that they 
will eliminate completely the 
practice of growing poppies as 
a cash crop. H. R. 4412 would 
simply ‘‘put in writing’ the im- 
plied economic sanctions avail- 
able to the U. S. in its negotia- 
tipns with foreign officials. Thus 
far, no other foreign govern- 
ments have responded to diplo- 
Matic pressure alone and the 
Congressman’s bill would allow 
President Nixon a powerful op- 
tion in his negotiations with 
those governments.

A Way To Judge Judges 


By Jim Fitzgerald 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd of Virginia has come up 
with a rather interesting if somewhat perplexing 
idea. 


He has suggested that the federal constitution 
. be amended so that federal judges would lose their 
preseni iifetime tenure, instead, their 
appointments would have to be reconfirmed by 


the United States every eight years. 


As I undersiand it, under the Byrd pian, ii a 
majority of Senators would vote to reconfirm, 
then the judge would hsve another eight years on 
the bench; if a majority voted against 
reconfirmation, then the judge would be retired at 
full pay and the President would offer a 
replacement, 


Admittedly, ’m not too clear on the details of 
Sen. Byrd’s prcposal; all I know is what I read in a 
recent nationaliy syndicated column about it. 

Bul as noted above, it is an interesting idea. 

Apparently Sen. Byrd is looking for some 
further check on the independence of the federal 
judiciary. Right now, there’s not much of a check 
on federal judges, Once they’re in office, they're in 
for good. About the only escape hatches available 
are impeachment—which isn’t very frequent or 
practical, in real life—or death, which is inevitable, 
or retirement, which isn’t frequent, either. Once a 
judge is on the bench at a good salary, why should

he leave just because he’s getting old? Very few 
do; most are carried out by eight pallbearers. 

And indeed, the Byrd plan would introduce a 
very significant check on the judiciary. The United 
States Senate would be that check; the judge 
would have to win approval of at least 51 senators 
to stay on the job. 


I would guess there would be a few judges—not 
many, probably, but one here or there—who 
would get tiie senatorial bounce. Can you imagine, 
for example, the battle royal that would have 
developed if Justice William O. Dougias came up 
for renomination in the past year or so? 


Coming up before the senate for reconsideration 
certainly would change the concept of the 
unfettered judiciary which is a basic part of the 
constitutional approach to the federal court 
system, 


Life tenure for judges, in the main, is probably 
desirable. To bring them back before a sitting 
body for reconfirmation would inevitably instill a 
political atmosphere in the judiciary which is now, 
by and large, lacking. 


And an appointment authority never really 
knows what he’s getting, either. For example, I'll 
wager that President Eisenhower didn’t bargain for 
the full range of effects the country received from 
the avvointment of Chief Justice Earl Warren. And 


Justice Byron (Whizzer) White, appointed by 
President Kennedy, has been considered a 
disappointment by some of the social activists of 
the Kennedy clan. 


And, behind the cloak of life tenure, judges can 


change, There’s the son cf former Republican 


 Copgressiona] stalwart, Charles Halleck of Indiana, 


who carried a like-father-like-son conservative 
record onto the bench, then recently received a lot 
of publicity for his district federal post in 
Washington with his more modernistic approaches 
to behavior and justice, including long hair and the 
whole bit. 


In my Opinion, periodic review by the voters has 
not worked exceedingly well for state and local 
judges in Michigan, even though the elections are 
non-partisan. The state supreme court situation is 
especially bad, where a justice has to go before a 
partisan convention for nomination before running 
as a non-partisan. The new constitution, providing 
for nomination by affidavit for incumbent judges, 
is some help, but not muck, 


Maybe life tenure would be better for state 
judges. Maybe Sen. Byrd is barking up the wrong 
tree. 


Or maybe not. As I said at the outset, it’s
